Wasnineton, April 27.—{Special.]—It is 
again given out today that Mr. Bayard has ex- 
pressed himself as dissatisfied with his present 
position as secretary of state, and that he de- 
gires returning to the senate, For him to do 
go it would be necessary for Senator Gray to 
retire, and itnow seems more than ever that 
the rumored change wired you a few days ago 
that Gray would be made chief justice, Bayard 
would succeed him, Phelps succeed Bayard 
and Cooper succeed Pheips, will prove correct, 
notwithstanding the fact that Colonel Dan 
Lamont denies it. Besides the other rumor 
wired you last night, there are many aficat, 
and while the above mentioned has more be- 
lievers than any of the balance, it is impossible 

et to tell what will be done. 

The Critic this afternoom publishes inter- 
views with a number of republican members cf 
the house, in which they express themselves 
almost unanimously in favor of Blaine as their 
presidential candidate, and are confident that 
he will receive the nomination. Mr. Yost, of 
Virginia,who is an out and out Blaine man said : 
“The sudden change of the anti-Blaine men in 
my state would surprise you. The very fellows 
who were loudest against the plumed knight in 
1884 are now his mostardent supporters. This 
time its the voters—the workingmen—who 
want Blaine and not the politicians, and the 
belief is that Mr. Blaine can carry Virginia as 
against Cleveland.

Two hun- 
dred have accepted the invitation of Secretary 
Whitney to go over to Philadelphia to witness 
the launching of “The Yorktown’’ and the 
new dynamite cruiser, and hardly more than 
balf the number left will attend the session of 
the house.

THE VIGHT ON THE TARIFF. 


The House Spends Another Day in Discussing 
the Mills Bill. 

W ASHINGTON, April 27.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. McClammy, of North Carolina, 
the senate bill was passed authorizing the con- 
stiuction of bridges across Cape Fear, Black aud 
Northeast rivers in North Carolina. 

Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, from the committee 
on merchant, marines and fisheries, reported, 
and tiie house ado). ted a resolution calling on 
the secretary of the treasury for information 
telative to the Seal fisheries in Alaska. 

After a short discussion as to whether it was 
competent for the house to proceed today to 
the consideration of private business, the house 
went into committee of the whole (Mr. Spring- 
er, of Illinois, in the chair) on the tariff bill. 

Mr. brewer, of Michigan, gladly welcomed 
the issue presented by the’ pending measure. 
In times past the democratic perty nad sought 
to evade the issue. {Yn its platform of 1884 it 
liad deciazed for protection, for free trade, for 
incidental protection, for a tariff for revenue 
only, and for a tariff only for revenne, so that 
a voter could coustrue the platform to suit his 
own conviction. In Kentucky the platform 
meant free trade. In l’ennsylvani, New York, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania (Mr. Randall) was able to make 
the voters believe it meant protection. By 
reason of fraud aud intimidation practiced in 
one section of the country, and by means of de- 
Cephion practiced by the democratic leaders in 
another section, the democratic candidate for 
the presidency had been elected. For the 
three years of the democratic administration, 
the democratic party in the house had played 
fast and loose on the great tariff question, 
until the necessities of the government had 
cou:peiled the administration to take some de- 
ciced position and he honored the president 
for having forced his party to stop its double 
Geviinzand detine its attitude.

lie ridiculed the pesition taken by the protee- 
tionists that a high tariff increased the wages 
of the American workmen. No industries, he 
said, showed more poverty, more destitution 
and more strikes among their workingmen 
than these so-called protected ones. There 
was nota hod carrier in the United States but 
who earned more wages than the average per- 
son employed in the industries benefitted by 
the war tariff. He attributed the existence of 
poo!s to the continuance of tho high tariff. 

In conclusion |:e said trasts and eombines 
have got a menopoly of the market. They 
have.got such a grip on the pockets of the 
poople under the guise of protection to Ameri- 
can labor that it-is a difficult task to force them 
to relax it. Heretofore all attempts to shake 
them off by a substantial reduction of war 
tariff have failed, because they haye been pow- 
erful enough to defeat every effort in that 
direction. They have vilified and abused the 
advocates of a reduction of tariff taxation. 
They have acervsed them of being the enemies 
of the country’s welfare; of being in league 
with the British ; in fact, they have appealed 
to every instinct of the American people, self- 
ish and patrictic, to vote to sustain tls system 
of war tariff taxation. But I believe the time 
has now come when the people, and particu- 
larly the farmersof the west, are awake to the 
true meaning of this issue, and that they will 
soon speak in tones not tobe misunderstood, 
and demand that congress pay some heed to 
the great body of consumers of this nation, 
and pass a measure relieving them of a portion 
of the taxes which the war tariff now compels 
them to pay for the benefit of a few manufact- 
urers. {Apptause.] 

Mr. Goff, of West Virginia, spoke in opposi- 
tion to the bill. A reduction of the tariff, he 
said, should be made by the friends of the pro- 
tective system and not by its avowed enemies. 
The Milis bill, he said, was conceived by minds 
impregnated with economic viciousness. Its 
passage would be the death knell of protection. 
While it was not all that its friends hoped for, 
it was in the line of the legislation they long 
had sought and mourned because they found it 
not. He declared himself a protectionist. 

Mr. Landes, of Lilinois, submitted an argnu- 
ment in support of the -bill and 
in opposition to the protective 
theory. While heartily advocating the 
bill, he-regretted that it touched the whisky 
and tobacco taxes. Which, instead of being 
reduced, should be, he thought, increased. He 
hoped the bill would pass, and that every 
member who voted against, if for the purpose 
of continuing the granting of enormous 
bounties to the manufactories, would meet 
with political death. and would be buried 
under the ballot, in November next, below the 
resurrection hne. 

The committee then rose,and the house, at 
five o’clock, took a recess until cight o’clock, 
the evening session to ve for the consideration 
of private pension bills. 

‘The house, at its evening session, passed 
seventeen pension bills, and at 10:cOadjourned.

NECK WRINGINGS. 


The Hangman Gets in His Usual | 


Work, 
SEVERAL MURDERERS STRANGLED: 


Three Mcn Strung Up in Indian Territory, 
Two in South Carolina, and Cne in 
Maryland—Crimina! News. 


Cotumam, 8. C.,° April 27.—[Special.]— 
Jasper N. Davis, white, was hung at Ander- 
son today for the murder of lis wife. He 
spent last night in sound sleep, resting better, 
he said, than any night since he had been in 
jail. This morving the prisoner said he was 
prepared to meet hisfate. His brothers-in-law, 
Abner King and Leard Smith, called on 
Davis this morning, their’s boing-the first visit 
from relatives since his incarceration. The 
legal witnesses (aJl being physicians except 
two) and the military guard, composed of 
a detachment of the Palmetto 
Riflemen, comstituted those present, 
The Rev. Messrs. Marsball, Frierson, Peck-and 
Wightom ministered to the prisoner. The 
death warrant was read by the sheriff at 12:50, 
Shrouded in a black robe, the prisoner assisted 
the officer, after which his hands were fastened 
behind his back. On the scaffold the Rev. 
Mr. Marshall read Psalm xc, and a prayer. 
The Rey. Mr. Frierson pronounced the bene- 
diction. The prisoner being asked if he had 
anything to say, replied: 

‘You all see what I have come to. 
warninrg.’’ 

A heavy sigh was the only sign of emotion, 
The trap was sprung at 12:40. The prisoner’s 
neck was not broken, and he struggled con- 
siderably. He was pronounced dead at 12:57. 
The body was delivered to his brother-in-law, 
Smith; for burial. About three hundred curi- 
ous people, most negrcees, gathered outside the 
enclosure, but there was no excitement or dis- 
turbance.

But the Sheriff Carried Out the Court’s 
Orders. 

CotumBiA, S. C., April 27.—[{Special. ]|-—-The 
execution of Jack Prater, colored, for the mur- 
der of Andrew Jackson. colcred, took place 
within the jail of Orangeburg county today. 
Thé only persons present beside the sheriff and 
his assistants were the witnesses allowed by 
law. He displayed much coolness both in 
going from his cell to the seaffold and during 
the preliminaries. Just before going on the 
scaffold he sang the hymn, “Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul,’’ and prayed aloud. He was calm 
and collected all throughout the terrible ordeal, 
and impressed many who saw hin with the 
notion that he was innocent of the crime for 
which he was executed. He was attended ina 
spiritual way by Rev. Mr. Beatty and a colored 
minister named Carrol). He claimed that God 
had forgiven his sins and that lie was going to 
heaven. 

The drop fell at 12:25 p. m., and after hang- 
ing for eightcen minutes the body was cut 
down. He died without a struggle, his neck 
having been broken by the fall. The doomed 
man protested his innocence to the last mo- 
ment, and asked God to forgive those who had 
been instrumental in having him-convicted.

agita‘e or prosecute the question of organic union, 
at least for the present. We have reached this ,ud.- 
ment from opinions expressed among ourselyes, 2s 
well as opinions and judgments that come to us 
through various sources, and trom different parts of 
cu- southern chureh. Whatever, therefore, may be 
the individual views, feelingsand derires of some 
of the members of th:s presbytery in regard to the 
great ques icon of organic union, yet, for the sake of 
harmony, and to await the unfolding of God's 
providence in thefuture, we do all, now join the 
above expressed judgment, and while expressing 
ourselves thus, we at thesame time aflirm that we 
cherish toward our northern brethern the most 
kind and fraternal feelings.

Lonpon, April 27.—The statement that the 
pope has issued a deerce condemning the plan 
of campaign in Ireland is congrmed. His 
holiness says he does so because he is convinced 
that the plan of campaign is illegal. He says 
he is also convinced that the land courts will 
reduce all unfair rents. Another circumstance 
that influenced him, he says, is the fact that 
funds are extorted from contributors to the 
plan. The pope condemns boycotting, as the 
practice is contrary to justice and charity. He 
makes no mention of the National league. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal urges the 
people to exercise calmness and patience, and 
to receive the papal decree with profound re- 
spect and loyaity to Rome. It declares that 
boycotting is rare. 

A dispatch from Reme to the Times says: A 
pene ietter lias already been sent to the Irish 

vishops. and will be published about ten days 
hence. Versions hitherto printed are more or 
less conjectured. The pope forbids Catholics 
to adopt the plan of campaign orto engage in 
boycotting and disobedience to the laws. Other 
questions are in abeyance. 

& Nationalist members of parliament are some- 
what agitated over the pope’s decree and are 
eageriy conferring as to what steps are neces- 
Sary in view of its appearance.

FREDERICK’S MOTHER-IN-LAW. 


Cucen Victoria of Engla:d at the Bedside 
of the German Emperor. 

In writing of the visit of the queen of Eng- 
land to her daughter, the empress of Germany, 
Blakely Hall says, in his Berlin correspondence to 
the New York Sun, referring to the meeting of 
mother and daughier at the depot: 

“Her ma‘esty was not a particularly impressive 
personage, totell the truth. She looked wonderful- 
ly small, fait, and comma Lines have bur- 
rowed their way into 1 placid face. Her 
checks are heavy end y lings hung un- 
der herevres. She was < 1 black and did not 
look unlike any lady of seventy years who has been 
traveling all night. 

‘Her dauzhter caught up with the older quecn, 
who was toddling rapidly off, and the two eminent 
English persons walked on side by side,though they 
are both unpopular here, and are§accused of being 
miserly in hoarding their wealth. The spectacle of 
two empresses together was too much for the popu- 
lace to resist, and they broke into cheers as the em- 
press sented her mother on her right in a maroon- 
colored victoria Grawn by four black horses ridden 
by postillions, and they rolled away. 

“The resemblance between mother and daug?.ter 
was remarkable. Princess Beatrice was the specta- 
cular sensation of the hour. Her weight is fully 
two hundred and fifty pounds. and she is very short, 
Prince Beatrice, the nebulous and phantom-haunted 
person known ft a quiet way as Prince Henry of 
Buttenburg, maintained an unobtrusive and com- 

randing position in the shadowy rear with un- 
swerving persistence. The streets through which 
the royal pariy passed were lined by a cordon of 
mounted regiments of the German Life Guards and 
p lice, 

“When the carriave arrived at Charlottenburg 
eastic, tie emperor was awake, though it was bare- 
ly 90 9’clock. The indomitable will which has ena- 
blei him to withstand the ravages of disease so suc- 
cessfully thus fer, again came to his rescue, and he 
rose and prepared to mce> his august mother-in-law, 
IIe lav on a sofa in the dining-room of the palace, 
but rose when the queen of hngland entered, The 
meeting was very afiecting, thequeen bursting into 
tears as she pusiied the emperor gently back ou the 
sofa and sat down beside him, holding his hand in 
botiofhers. When she saw him last he rode atthe 
head of her cortege of princes, the most stalwart and 
mafestic soldierin the jubilee parade. 

“Alt of the grandchildren withdrew from the 
apartment, and left the emperor aud the twoqueens 
alone. His majesty seemed more cheerful when the 
family was readmitted, though he suffered from 
futigue. The queen of England retired to her own 
apartments in the left wing of the castle a little 
later, and the vast crowd without grew visibly from 
the constant arrival of visitors from Berlin. 

“For hours the people stoodin the mud watching 
the bare-lecged highlanders with wrapt interest. 
The average German mind is unable to understand 
any condition of things tiiat resu:ts in dressing men 
in skirts and exposing theirlegsto the vagaries of 
various climates. 

“About 3:30 p. m. the empress of Germany tcok 
the queen of England to Berlin tocall on Augusta, 
the invalid and dowager empress of Germany. 
Enormous crowds lined the Unter den Linden. Tie 
cheering was gencral, but not cordial,as the royal 
carriage passed, ani when it drove into the cout- 

ard of the palace where the late King Willaim 
lived so long, the surrounding streets were banked 
with people.”

The ‘‘sporismen’”’ on board were 
going to British Honduras or Belize to try to 
recover the sum of $1,500,000 in Spanish doub- 
joons, buried there by pirates fifty-two years 
before. A coffer-dam in the hold, which the 
sailors had not been able to understand the 
necessity for on such a tripas they thought 
they had undertaken,was to be used in digging 
for the gold, as it lay buried on the shore. 
Maps were on board the yacht and complete 
tables of the surroundings in the keys along 
the shores of British Honduras. The captain 
and his men, it was intended, should help in 
the work, as well as guide the yacht to the 
place. ; 

The story now breaks up into three parts. 
One is the history of the alleged sum of 
money, another is the outcome of Davison’s 
oppesition to Captain Ward, and the third is 
the affair of the expedition. The Spanish 
doubloons were said to have been buried on 
Turneff Key, about -thirty miles east of Belize 
and one mile off shore, fifty-two years ago. <A 
private vessel was one day sighted by a Lritish 
man-of-war off the Isleof Pines. The pirate 
ran on, closely pursued, and tried to make 
Grandbourg, the entrance tothe bay of Turneff. 
Jt failed to take the clear course, and struck 
upon the reef. The Englishman bad fired on 
the pirate and killed two of the pirate’s crew 
before the bay was reached, but the others now 

ot off without difficulty and had opportunity 
* remove the treasure which was on  tabieng 

The treasure consisted of gold, two cases of 
diamonds and other stones, and a quantity of 
plate. The pirates took everything ashore 
they cared for except the plate. There was a 
great deal of this, and it was left to delude and 
Batisfy the Knelish. But the other treasure, in 
thirty-eight ale kegs, was buried in the sand on 
Bhore. The spot was acertain distance from 
an old ruin at a deserted Indian village. The 
treasure was buried inthis manner: A hole 
some dozen feet deep was dug and the kegs 
were placed in it; over them was thrown a 
great deal of earth, but enough was left of the 
excavation to make a double grave. In this 
were placed the bodies of the two pirates who 
had been killed, and the top of the hole was 
left looking like two graves. Two days after- 
ward the Englishman shelled the hiding place 
of the pirates and forced them to surrender. 
Two men were wounded during the sheHing of 
the hiding place. The captured men were 
laken to Jamaica and tried. It was now proved 
to the court that two among the pirates were 
not pirates at all. One of these was one of the 
two who had been wounded. The court allowed 
them both to go free, but the rest of the lot 
were hanged. Subsequently the wounded man 
died. This left only one man alive who knew 
of the hiding of the treasure. He turned up, 
it is said, about twenty years ago on a steamer 
in the Pacitic ocean. He died on the steamer, 
and before he died he told what he knew about 
the secret. From him the news got into the 
yossession of Judge Davison and he interested 

*eck and the rest. The Maria arrived at 

selize on the 13th of January, and until March 
15th the men worked on the spot where the 
treasure was buried. They dug up human 
bones, but could not keep the sand and water 
out of the hole, and Peck left for New Orleans 
to get more machinery. Aiter Peck left them 
the crew were to have sailed from Belize on 
March 29th, but on account of not receiving 
sutticient stores they were delayed until March 
dist. On April Ist they started for home, 
having anchored the day previously at the city 
of Mauger, the vessel leaking.. On the 4th of 
April they were in full sight of Cuba at 3p.m, 
and at 5:30 p. m., when off San Antonia light- 
house, saw a bark ashore on Colorado reef. On 
the 5th, with heavy easterly winds and heavy 
seas, the yacht rolling heavily, they found 
water in the galley and coming through the 
cabin floor, and gaining on the men who were 
pumping. There were three and a half feet of 
. water in the hold at noon, and the yacht was 
down by the head. At3p.m. they sighted a 
ship and hoisted a signal of distress, and she 
hove to and waited for them to board her. 
She proved to be the ship Arbela of Windsor, 
N.S.,. bound from Pensacola to Buenos Ayres, 
and there being now five and one-half feet in 
the vachs’s hold, the crew were glad of the 
chance to board her, as they could not have 
kept the Maria much longer afloat. Soon after 
leaving her the yacht foundered on north lati- 
tude 23.52, west longitude 84,45. On Thursday, 
April 12th, they sighted the schooner Willa- 
mine, Captain Babbage, and were taken on 
board.

EARLY VEGETABLES. 


What New York Marketmen Say of South- 
ern Competition, 
From the New York Telegram. 

The market gardeners of up town, 2s well as 
those of Long Island and New Jersey, are in 
despair over the cold weather. They now say 
that they will be ten days late in getting their 
vegetables into market. The mere fact of 
lateness in itself is not so bad for the city as it 
was years ago, when corisumers had to wait 
until the crops ripened, no matter how late 
they were. Now, in these days of quick trans- 
portation, southern gardeners get here with 
their vegetables weeks ahead of the local farm- 
ers, to the great detriment of the home pro- 
ducer, 

A veteran seedsman of Courtland street, who 
has spent nearly half a century in the busi- 
ness, said to a Telegram reporter today: s The 
general public and those not in the business 
would be surprised to learn what inroads have 
been made on our home industry by southern 
farmers. They have aimost destroyed our 
domestic business. Several of our market 
gardeners have given up. ~ The great injury 
lies in the fact that the early fruits and vegeta- 
bles from the south—like strawberries and 
radishes—fill the local demand, and when our 
gardeners offer their own truck a few weeks 
later the novelty has worn off and they have to 
sell at low prices which do not pay for the 
extra labor made to raise it. You may be sur- 
prised to learn that gardening is more scien- 
tifically carried on than formerly, Near 
Charleston and Savannah large tracts are 
given over to the cultivation of vegetables for 
the New York market. Agricultural literature 
has greatly increased the taste for gardening, 
A large number of negroes have gone into the 
business. Near Charleston there are two mu- 
lattoes, the sons of an old Frenchman named 
Noisette, who originated the rose bearing that 
name. They have 100 acres, cultivated in the 
very best inanner, and from which the profits 
are not less than $20,000. They and others 
have even raised crops of asparagus and sold 
them here at prices six times greater than 
what northern gardeners get later on, although 
the southern growth is not so heavy or so 
good.”’ 

“How can our gardeners meet the southern 
trade?” 

‘By building vast hothouses, in which early 
vegetables can be raised and put on the market 
as early as southern truck. This is now being 
done to a large extent and commodious green- 
honses are going up near by the city. The old 
system of cold frames is being abandoned. But 
the new method takes considerable capital. 

‘The southern trade only interferes with 
early crops. Our late cabbage, caulitlower and 
other root crops are still grown at a profit, In 
fact, the northern growers give the southern- 
ers a little of their own medicine by sending 
vegetables to the southern markets in the fall, 
When the latter crops, owing to long summer 
drouth, fail to respond to cultivation. Of 
course the markets there do not compare with 
ours. Our lettuce, radishes and other root 
crops are far superior to those sent here from 
Savannah and Cliarleston.’’

Dolores M. de Yrunggae a Central American Span- 
ish lady, a short @ us she settlel herself 
comfortably in @ ir on the deck of the 
steamer Granada, nh Francisco and bound 
eventually to arrive at Panama, though lingering 
wearily at many small portson the way. She lit a 
fragrant cigarette, anil with evident enjoyment 
sent a cloud of smoke from her mouth and nostrils 
floating into the air, It may be mentioned that the 
scnora, in her waking moments, ceased smoking 
only when she was eating or talking. Ina few sec- 
onds she removed the cigarette from her lips and 
proceeded to justify her assertion: 

‘“Sieaming down this coast,’’ she said, “as we pass 
its small republics, I fall asleep undcr one govern- 
ment and awake in another.”’ 

‘*You are mistaken, senora,’’ interrupted the pur- 
ser, speaking Spanish, ‘You sleep and wake under 
the proteclion of the United States government, for 
its faz is floating over you,”’ 

The senora 8 niled graciously. ‘I had forgotten 
the presence of the stars and stripes,’’ she said, 
“but Ishall nct require their protection after to- 
morrow morning. Though Guatemala banished me 
from its soil two years ago, I am certain that if I 
committed any oftense it is forzotten or forgiven 
long ago. Afterall, lonly spoke asI felt; and my 
son and I will land at San Jose before breakfast.”’ 

“Humph. Iam not quite sure about that,’ said 
the purser,in English; and the lady’s sn. a tall, 
handsome young man, who dropped the ‘‘de’’ from 
his name, and called himself Jose Yrungary, looked 
doubtful and curious. 

It was not very easy to learn what was the actual 
crime for which Senora Dolores M. de Yrungary had 
been banished. The Spaniards on board pointed 
mysteriously to their mouths and said: “she talked 
too much,’ and she certainly appeared to be a 
fiuent and tireless conversationalist. It was finally 
ascertaiced that it was the quality and not the 
quantity of her rhetoric that had grown obnoxious 
to the Guatemalan government, at which she had 
roundiy raiiel. Like the trumpeter in the fable, 
she was consicered more dang. rous than those who 
might be led, by her eiojuence, to appeal to arms, 
and, after narrow:y escaping death, she was invited 
to seek another home.

When 
this decision was csrcied ashore, her daughter, a 
young lady of sixteen, was allowed to visit her, but 
her husband was not permitted to meet her. The 
parting lateriu the day between the motherand her 
child was Very affecting. The girl wept and fainted, 
but tne Senora was ficry-eyed and tearless, and made 
the atmosphere blue with cigarette smoke as the 
boat started for the shore and the ship resumed her 
course to the south,

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CURIOUS WAR STORIES. 


Strange Adventures of Soldiers 
Robbed of Memory. 


Restored to His Sister After More Than 20 
Years of Absence—General Carr’s Nar- 
rative That Sheridan Listened To. 


Special Correspondence of the Press, 

New York, April 25.—General Sherman in 
conversation recently mentioned the barest 
factsof a curious incident of the war of which 
the particalars are strikingly romantic. 

John B. Hotchkiss lived in Brooklyn when 
he enlisted in 1862. He saw a deal of hot ser- 
vice within the first six months after he shoul- 
dered his musket, and then he was taken pris- 
oner. His fate took him to Andersonville, 
from which place his people in Brooklyn heard 
of him cnce or twice, until a doubtful report 
reached home that he had escaped. It was 
only at the close of the war that a comrade 
hunted up his people and told them how the 
young man had burrowed his way out. He had 
planned to make his escape by making his way 
to the seaboard and thence to Cuba as a sailor. 
Hie was never heard of again until a few weeks 
ago he made his appearance before his sister in 
Brooklyn, who alone of all the family had 
cherished the belief that he would return. 

His escape from Andersonville had been 
more successful than his wildest hopes, but it 
took him months of tramping and hiding to 
reacii the seaboard. He kept going south with 
the hope of coming to some port where he 
could ship as a sailor, until he arrived at Jack- 
sonville, Fla. There he exposed himself too 
openly and fell under suspicion. He had to take 
tothe woods again, and, Knowing that there 
were ports on the gulf, he set out in a blind 
way to hunt for them. In his ignorance he 
went straight into one of the greatest swamps 
of the peninsula. From that time for an un- 
known period, certainly several years, he ha. 
no knowledge of his doings or his conditions 
[In all probability he contracted the swamp 
fever, but how he recovered from it and es- 
caped to civilization will never be known, The 
people of alittle town on the Gulf, hundreds 
of miles south of Jacksonville, could tell how 
one day a strange man with restless eyes, ema- 
ciated features, a long beard and tattered 
clothes, appeared among them. He was al- 
most incapable of uttering a word, but one 
thing he made clear: he wanted to go to sea. 
It did not seem to matter much where he went 
or how, but to get into a boat and put off from 
shore was evidently a desire with him that 
amounted toa mania. Twoor three times he 
was found hiding in the hold of schooners 
whose sole business was off-coast fishing, and 
once he was detected trying to steal a catboat. 

Ile was so evidently insane that he was not 
arrested, but he became a good deal of a nuis- 
ance to the people of the town, for they had no 
provision for taking care of unsound strangers. 
So they arranged to get rid him, and when a 
schooner bound for the West Indies set sail 
they persuaded the captain to take the man 
along. Thus the responsibility of caring for 
the unfortunate was shifted to another com- 
munity, and that happened to be Key West, at 
Which port the sclhoener touched on its way to 
Havana. 

“T don't want him,’’ said the captain; ‘‘if he 
wants to go further let some other fellow take 
him.” 

But the st'anger was perfectly satisfied. He 
had crossed a considerable stretch of. water, 
and, apparently, the fear that had been oppress- 
ing hint had gone. Heacted more sensibly and 
was perfectly willing to go to work. Some 
kind-hcarted southerner gave him a chance to 
earn his food and lodging by working with the 
negroes in the tobacco fields. As he could not 
tell his name he was dubbed ‘‘Schooner John.”’ 
As time passed he improved wonderfully in 
physique and mental power, and before long 
was actually earning money. - He discovered 
one day that he could read, and, after a strange 
series of struggles with a pen, he suddenly be- 
gan to write. Then he realized that something 
unusnal was the matter with him. The Key 
West people watched his developinent with 
growing astonishment, and when he transposed 
the terms of his nickname and asked to be 
called ‘‘John Schooner” eyerybody complied 
with his request. He became known as Mr, 
Scheoner, and gradually grew fairly prosper- 
ous. One day he bought a plantation and 
worked with extraordinary energy to develop 
it. His past was still unknown to him, but as 
he read and heard of the war he became con- 
vineed he had taken some part in it, but on 
what side, or under what circumstances he 
could not remember. 

HOW MEMORY WAS RESTORED. 

One dav, a short time ago, a northern news- 
paper fell into his hands. Init was an account 
of an accident in Brooklyn, whereby a man 
had been killed aud his wife and children left 
destitute. ‘The reporter had written a history 
of the family. The wife had been a Miss Hotch- 
kiss, and it was told how her brother had gone 
tothe war aud disappeared, and how she, of all 
the family, had cherished a faith that he would 
return. ‘This itern proved to be the touchstone 
that restored ‘“‘Schooner’s’’ memory. He was 
John B. Hotchkiss. For several days his brain 
whirled under the influence of rapidly return- 
ing knwlege of himself. Then, entirely con- 
vinced of his identity, he sold his plantation, 
and possessed of a considerable fortune, came 
north and looked up his sister. He came in the 
nick of time, and the unfortunate family that 
had been left without means of support may 
now look forward to comfortable circuinstances 
as long as uncle John’s money lasts. He is de- 
termined that it shall last for a long time and 
has made plans for going into a general tobac- 
co business, with which he bas become thor- 
oughly familiar. 

General Roger A. Pryor told to your corres- 

yondent a story of a confederate, whose name 
“ did not recall, who had wandered fourteen 
years as a tramp, demented enough to blot out 
hismemory of the past, but not enough to 
make him dangerously violent. At length he 
got into New York city and met Pryor in the 
street. The sight of his former commander 
revived his recoliectioh to such an extent that 
he called him by name, described the company 
in which he fought and thusin a roundabout 
way identified himself. He was restored to his 
friends in Louisiana, but remained a mild lu- 
natic. 
BY THE OLD WILLOW TREE. 

When General Sheridan was last in town he 
sat out an evening at the Obio Club witha 
number of war veterans. Stories of curiously 
wounded men were told, and one of these, by 
General Joseph E. Carr, ex-attorney of state 
for New York, related to Henry Kenward Al- 
len, of Lansingburg, New York. Allen wasa 
soldierin the 2d New Yord Volunteers, of 
which Carr was colonel. In a battle a piece of 
an exploded shell struck Allen on the lead 
and gave to him what would ordinarily have 
proved a fatal wound. He lay insensible 
among the dead for several hours, nobody sup- 
posing that he was alive. Those who went to 
him found gripped in one hand asmall portion 
oi a letter from his wife. In this she spoke of 
a furlough which had been granted to him, and 
which he was going to use for a visit to his home. 
She wrote affectionately of their wedlock, re- 
minded him of a willow tree under which they 
had done some of their courtship and told him 
that on the day for his arrival she would meet 
him there. In the hurry and confusion he was 
left lying with this paper still in his grasp. 

In the morning the bodies of the slain were 
hastily buried in a trench. It was supposed 
that Allen was among them. But he was not. 
During the night he had revived and wandered 
away. Word was sent to his home that he was 
dead, and this was regarded as beyond doubt: 
but asa matter of fact he wandered off to a 
distant hospital, remained there unidentified 
until his wounds healed, and was discharged 
utterly without memory of the past. It hap- 
pened that he retained the merest scrap of his 
wife’s letter, but without name or place left on 
it. This he retained and with a vague knowl- 
edge thatit was from his wife, who was waiting 
for him somewhere,he wandered here and there 
over the country for four years. Then by mere 
chance, or a shadowy recollection of his home, 
led his tramp to the very spot where his wife 
had promised to meet him. It was the willow 
tree close to his home, and _ there he actually 
found her.

Tne Creditors of the Erratic Editor Left in 
a Bad Fix. 
Special Dispatch to the Globe-Democrat. 

Et Paso, Texas, April 25.—The virtual 
closing of the noted Cutting imbroglio with Mexico 
by the recent reply of Senor Mariscal to Secretary 
Payard kas created no astonishment here, but was 
the cause of some disappointment to various per- 
sons to whom Cutting was heavily indebted, and 
who expected to be reimbursed whenever he should 
get his indemnity from Mexico, which he assured 
thein was certain to come. As the matter now 
they will hardly ever be reimbursed. 
Among the number was Consul Brigham, stationed 
in Pasodel Norte during the Cutting excitement, 
but now United States consul at Kingston, Jamaica, 
He indorsed one of Cutting’s notes. which afterward 
Another person losing heavily is 


Paso editor. Healso signel jointly with Consul 
Brigham one of Cutting’s notes which went to pro- 
test, and the amount of which was collected from 


Cutting made his advent into Paso del Norte first 
as manager of a chicken ranch, the money to start 
which had been furnished him by a clerk in the 
Mexican Central railroad office named Turner. This 
enterprise ended in complete failure, and then Cut- 
ting told Turner if he would start him once more in 
the newspaper business he would make money and 
fame enough for both.

Notices nave the past month 
been sent to Americans who have friends in the 
City of Mexico to warn them not to attend gather- 
ings of Mexivan citizens and officials in the govern- 
ment buildings of that city. 

Cutting has been working the past two months as 
foreman of the Daily Dispatch in this city, and 
although he has becomingly conducted himselt, he 
is regarded as cool, calculating, cold-bleoded and 
revepgeful toward the Mexicans, who, as he re- 
marked, branded him as a felon and turned him out 
of their dungeon a pauper. 

Cutting said that he expected to be in the City of 
Mexico within sixty days, and that ere long the two 
royernments would awake to a vivid realization 
that at last Americans had taken a terrible revenge 
for their many wrongs in Mexico.

The Hindvos’ Amicable Relations 
With Their Progenitors. 


A Batile Royal With Anthropoids and a 
Twenty-Four Hours’ Siege in the 
Jungies of the Umballa, 

Thomas Stevens in the New York Commercial A}l- 

vertizer. 

The jungles of the Umballa district, Central 
India, are in places swarming with wild 
monkeys. Generally speaking the monkeys 
are timid and harmless, and take to the trees 
when they see a human being. Along the 
highways, however, they have become accus- 
tomed to the sight of people, and are much 
bolder in their demeanor. Here they some- 
times scarcely think it worth while to move 
out of the way for the native, and the sight of 
a European with his white face sets tiem to 
making grimaces and chattering excitedly. 
The monkey is held sacred by the Hindoos, 
and they are never harmed or in any way mo- 
lested by them, in fact almost every village in 
this part of India has a monkey population liv- 
ing on the most amicable terms with the peo- 
ple. The soldier-sportsmen of the British gar- 
risons, howevet\ have no scruples about shoot- 
ing the sacred anthropoids. From some can- 
tonments, every day sees soldiers out in the 
jungles on shooting leave, their chief sport be- 
fxg monkeys. 

One day in the winter of 1882 two non-com- 
missioned officers of the regiment stationed at 
Umballa obtained four days’ shooting leave 
and struck out into the jungle. Twenty miles 
from the cantonment was the bungalow of a 
Scotch ciyil engineer who was in charge of a 
section of the famous Jumnacanal. This gen- 
tleman’s bungalow the twosportsmen expected 
to reach some time during the second day, re- 
main there over night and then shoot their way 
Jeisurely through the jungle back Lome again, 
The intermediate night, both coming and go- 
ing, was to be passed in a little native village, 
occupying a rice-ciearing. The oflicers met 
with good sport on the way and had got within 
a mile or so of the outskirts of this clearing 
when they found themselves in a section of 
jungle that was literally swarming with mon- 
keys. ‘The peepul 4rees were full of jabbering 
black-faced apes. and the bushes and canc- 
brakes were fairly alive with them. Long

strings, one behind another, in Indian file, 


romped along the narrow bullock trail that 
they were following, their impish faces lock- 
fing back over their shoulders at the white in- 
truders. 

The monkeys seemed to be getting unduly 
bold and familiar, and with the idea of scaring 
them off the Englishmen banged away at them 
right and left, knocking several of them over, 
To their astcnishment, however, they found 
that this usually successful method seemed to 
have a contrary effect. Instead of dispersing 
and making themselves scarce the monkeys 
became greatly excited at the noise of the guns 
and the sight of their fallenand wounded com- 
panions. If the jungle seemed alive with hun- 
dreds before, it was evidently peopled now by 
thousands. Every tree and every bush seemed 
crowded with monkeys, screaming, chattering 
and making grimaces at the two sportsmen. 
The monkeys leaped with angry cries from tree 
to tree in droves, scurried through the jungle 
in long files, showing their white teeth and 
squeaking angry defiance. Far and near the 
jungle resounded with their cries, until the 
ofticers could scarcely hear the sound of their 
own voices. More and more monkeys seemed 
to be coming from every direction, 

The Englishmen now began to apprehend 
danger. Although such a thing as wild mon- 
keys attacking human beings was rarely heard 

f, it was very evident that the angry legions 
pf anthropoids intended mischief, now if never 
fore. The situation Was alarming, tosay the 
least. There is no animal so active gs a mon- 
key in his native jungles, and large droves of 
them are feared and dreaded even by the wild 
elephants and tigers. The sportsmen hurried 
along toward the village in the hope of leaving 
the swarms of monkeys to the rear; but their 
troublesome threateners were not to be so easily 
shaken off. Theyseemed to be getting angrier, 
and from the branches overhead commenced to 
fling down pieces of dead wood. The bullock 
trail behind was filled with an excited crowd 
that appeared to be working themselves into a 
frenzy by making terrific leaps up and down, 
and giving utterance to hoarse grunts and 
Bugry squeaks.

Se- 
cure from rear attack, it was not much trouble 
to keep tle enraged monkeys at bay. They 
were not now in any immediate danger, and 
the situation developed into a regular siege. 
The officers were without food or drink, and 
the intense heat had produced both thirst and 
fatigue. Dusk was settling down over the 
jungie, 10 assistance was likely to arrive, and 
the monkey mob had taken possession of the 
banyan, watching eagerly for the opportunity 
to harrass and assault the intruders anew. 

Now the Englishmen could use their rifles 
with good effect, for after the first few minutes 
the monkeys had ceased trying to attack at 
close quarters. They had plenty of ammunition, 
and before darkness closed over the strange 
Bcene they literally strewed the ground with 
dead monkeys. The slaughter caused intense 
excitement among their fellows. They chat- 
tered and grunted horribly at every shot, and 
Menaced their prisoners from the branches. 
But their rage was impotent against the sports- 
amen in their retreat. All night long the mon- 

keys kept up the siege, making night hideous 
with their cries, and when the morning dawned 
they were still on hand, apparently as deter- 
minedy:s ever. The prisoners had kept watch 
by tu, through the night; each had slept an 
hour or two In a sitting position, but thirst and 
fatigue now bore heavily uponthem. Their 
chief hope Jay in tiring out the patience of the 
monkeys, or in attracting the attention of the 
Villagersa mile away. ‘To this latter end they 
fired their rities simultaneously several times, 
and kept up their warfare upon the monkeys. 
At every crack of the guns a dead or wounded 
monkey would come toppling to the ground, 
but the unterritied survivors showed no dispo- 
Bition to flee the field.

leading the way to the village. A night's rest 
and plenty ef food soon restored the faygged 
enerzies of the two Englishmen. They had to 
abandon their trip to the Seotch en zine rhe 
bungalow, however, for the monkeys had fairly 
stolen one day out of their four days’ leave.

Up to this point all his hearers agreed with 
him, but when he so strongly indorsed the Women’s 
Christian Temperence union, everybody, except 
possibly a few female fanaties, disagreed with him. 
When Mr. Walker had finished, Dr. Haygood arose, 
and after announcing that there would be a meet- 
ing of women in that house at 3:30 o’clock Monday 
(yesterday) afternoon, wentonto give his school 
days experience; how he, very early in 
life, enlisted ia the ‘cause of  temper- 
ance, and how zealously, when but a 
boy, he labored for the election of one Oversby, 
who ran for governor of Georgia on the prohbibitou 
plank. He stated that Oversby received seven 
thousand votes then, and that there were now a 
great many more prohibitionists in Georgia than 
then. We leave the reader to draw his own cott- 
clusions. 

But Miss Missouri 8Siokes capped the climax. At 
the conclusion of Dr. Haygood’s tak, this female 
lecturer boldly marched to the front and proceeded 
to expatiate on the many virtues(?) of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperunce union, and to give the work- 
ings of that association.

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The Sumter Republican tells a story of pris- 
on life in Andersonville, which has never be- 
fore been published. When Andersonville 
prison was swarming with the hordes of filthy, 
dirty and dying prisoners, it was the custom 
of many of the ladies of Americus to go there 
daily to see their husbands and brothers who 
were detailed to watch over them. It was on 
one of these visits that Captain Wirtz, com- 
mandant of the post, called one of the ladies 
aside and told her that he “had something to 
show her.’’ Following him to a small tent 
just outside the prison walls, she there beheld 
a sight that she never forgot. Lying upon 
a rude couch was a pretty black-eyed 
northern woman with a: week old 
babe upon her arm. This babe 
was born in Andersonyille prison. The 
Americus lady accosted the poor woman po- 
litely, and from her own lips heard her queer 
story, which was vouched for by her husband, 
a bronzed, broad-shouldered Chioan who sat 
near her, as weil as by Captain Wirtz. Her 
husband’s gunboat, upon which she happened 
to be at the time, was captured by the confed- 
crates upon some western river, and to save 
her from possible insult he made her go below 
and put on a, full suit of his clothing. Thus 
attired, she was sent with the other prisoners 
to Andersonville, no one supposing but that 
she was a man, and it was not till her babe 
was born did her husband tell the secret to the 
commandant. It is needless to say that the 
poor little yankee was soon decently rigged 
out in “rebel’’ baby clothes, and that the 
mother was the receipient of every kind at- 
tention while she remained there, 
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Affiicted With Hydrophobia, 

ATHENS, Ga., April 27.—[{Special.]—-Mr. 
Chariie Cooper was telephoned this morning 
to come to the residence of Mr. J. A. Fowler, 
to attend a horse afilicted with an acute case 
of hydrophobia. Mr. Cooper, who is an expert 
veterinary surgeon, immediately went out and 
discovered the ciseased horse in a pitiable con- 
dition.

BOSS OF THE ISLAND. 


The Government Runs Squatters Off an Is- 
land on the Georgia Coast—Its Lease. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 27.—[Special. ]—Colo- 
nel L. M. Lamar, United States marshal, 
southern district of Gcorgia, returned this 
afternoon from Grover’s Island, which he 
seized yesterday, and turned over to the navy 
department. Grover’s island is in Camden 
county, on the southeast coast of the state. All 
of the upland, amounting to six hundred acres, 
was purchased by the United States govern- 
ment many yearsago fora timber reserve. 
The tract was then heavily wooded with live 
oak, which wood at that time was largely used 
inship building. The government wanted 
the timber for its own vessels. 

In the course of time squatters settled on the 
island and planted parts of it that had been 
cleared. 

Eighteen years ago legal steps were begun 
to eject these squatters, but they set up a 
claim te the island and it was only a few 
months ago that the United States courts de- 
cided jagainst the squatters. Commander 
Lamburton, of the steamer Wistaria, was or- 
dered to proceed to Savannah and take the 
United States marshal to the island. The 
marshal was instructed to eject ail squatters 
and turn the island over to the navy depart- 
ment, placing the government in 
full, complete and peaceable possession of 
it. On Wednesday, the marshal left Savannah 
with your correspondent as special deputy. 
When the island was reached, it was found that 
all the squatters, but one, Camden Lang, had 
moved away. Prior to that, it was not known 
but that the government might have to tight 
to get possession. Lang, however, readily 
agreed to move off. All of the others left when 
they first heard that the government intended 
toevictthem. After Lang’s admission that 
he was Willing to leave was obtained,the island 
was leased tohim, upon the condition that he 
shall keep off all squatters.

Mr. Harris. The New York Gazette was 
admitted to the privileges of the mails as 
second-class matter on the showing that it 
had a list of seven subscribers. 

It will be observed, moreover, that Mr. 
Harris declares that he has been grossly 
misrepresented by the statement which at- 
tributes to him an attitude of opposition 
toward the newspapers and periodicals of the 
country. It was charged in a great many 
northern newspapers that he made a remark 


‘to the effect that “‘there’s too much printed 


matter—too many magazines already.” 
This Mr. Harris characterizes as a gross mis- 


sepresentation.

He Shouid Try it Himeelf. 

A correspondent, who takes the rather 
unnecessary trouble toinform us that he is 
‘‘a young man,”’ writes to us as follows: 

Since Roscoe [Conkling’s death a great deal has 

‘heen said about his lordly airs, his arrogance, his 
imperious ways, uis superb scorn, and all that sort 
ofthing. I have read similar descriptions of other 
great men, Napoleon for instance, and I would like 
to know whether such a manner helps a man along 
in the world. Doesit not impress the masses and 
bave much to do with a man’s success? 

A YOUNG MAN. 

It is natural that young men should feel 
interested in the question raised by our cor- 
respondent, but their common sense ought 
to enable them to answerit. Some of the 
most striking descriptions of great men are 
largely the work of fancy. 

If “‘A Young Man” will do a moment’s 
thinking he will see that a man with lordly 
airs, arrogance, imperious ways and superb 
scorn must be avery disagreeable fellow. 
Society would shun him, his wife and ehil- 
dren would hate him, and the very dog in 
his back yard, and the family cat by his 
fireside, would feel uncomfortable in his 
presence. Such a manner must be the out- 
come ofa cold, selfish, brutal mature, and 
‘the masses know it just as well as the stu- 
dents of human nature know it. How, then, 
can it help a man’s success? 

The truth is, the great men who have 
been credited with this peculiar line of con- 
duct knew when to make themselves insult- 
ing and disagreeable. They didn’t cut up 

their ridiculous high jinks before their con- 
stituents. They were as sweet as boarding 
achool misses when they wanted anything. 

Mr. Conkling secured practice when a 
young lawyer, and his political advance- 
ment occurred early in life. Does our cor- 
respondent suppose that he obtained these 
things by offending everybody? Inthe case 
of Napoleon it must be said that he was 
a consummate actor. He laughed and 
joked with his household, and addressed 
his soldiers as ‘‘My children.’”’ It was only 
when it was necessary to make a point that 
he assumed his grand, gloomy and peculiar 
air. He understood men too well to be 
otherwise. Then, in early life, he had 
been a book agent. How many subscrip- 
tions would he have secured if he had stalk- 
ed about like a little stumpy tragedy king, 
acowling at everybody? 

“A Young Man’’ will find when he stud- 
Jes the lives of Washington and Lee and 
other great men that the very greatest men 
that ever lived were noted for their kind

Weshould think the president, who is fl 
very representative man, would take the same view 
of the matter. He owes it tothe American people 
nt to permit a twopenny politician like Hardeman 
to insult him while drawing federal pay. 

Holy horrors! The poor old thing will 
work itself into a fever if it is called upon 
to undergo such a strain of mental exertion 
every time a good democrat twists the tail 
of its spoiled and impudent fondling. 

But of course President Cleveland will do 
no such thing asthe mugwump old maid 
suggests.

Should an ofli- 
cial express his opinion on any political 
topic, the Post would have him beheaded, 
and should it even appear that an official 
had an opinion on anything, the Post would 
have him dismissed. 

This country is not yet quite ripe enough 
for this mellow state of affairs.

Opposition to International Copyright. 

Itisa pity anda shame that the chief 
opponents of the international copyright 
bill, which was brought up before the sen- 
ate last Monday, should hail from the south, 
the section where the literary faculty, with 
some degree of success, is now trying to de- 
velop its powers. 

It isa pity and a shame that Senator 

seck, of Kentucky, and Senator Vance of 
North Carolina, should rise in their places 
and display ignorance of a question that 
even a school-boy understands. Just what 
their motives could be is a mystery and will 
always remain a mystery, for no explanation 
that they might feel called upon to make 
hereafter can set them right before an intel- 
ligent public. 

Mr. Beck, replying to Mr. Chace’s re- 
marks in behalf of the international copy- 
right bill now before the senate, made this 
remark: 

I desire before it comes to a vote to know, first, 
what is the object of giving foreign periodicals the 
right toacopyright here. The publisher of those 
periodicals may not have written a word of them 
himself and he may employ the lowest and cheap- 
est pauper labor to write those articles that he can 
find. And why for forty-two years we should give 
him the exclusive right, and then couple with it an 
additional provision that he shall not do either the 
material or the press-work at home, but shall em- 
ploy some one here to dothe reprinting at any cost 
that he may sce fit, Icannotsee. How that is going 
to aid anybody except to add to the cost of the pub- 
lication, I cannot see. That point may have been 
discussed, but I have not heard it. 

Naturally, Mr. Chace failed to take in the 
superb results of statesmanship to be found 
in the foregoing, and he asked Mr. Beck to 
repeat it; whereupon the senator from Ken- 
tucky, reshaped it as follows: 

First, why should the publisher of a foreign peri- 
odical, who does not, perhaps, write a word of it, be 
protected by a copyright here, and at the same 
time have that publication made in this country, 
the type work, the material, etc., done here, unless 
a combination of publishers here and publishers 
abroad seek to increase the price of the work with- 
out the brains of either being in it, and make our 
people pay double price? What is the object of 
that? 

Senator Chace made a reply that ought to 
be entirely satisfactory to a body of cultur- 
ed men, such as the senate is supposed to 
be, but we may be sure that his reply was 
not satisfactory to the great statesman who 
represents Kentucky, and in whose able 
mind the interests of the whisky ring are 
more important than the interests of Amer- 
ican literature. Further on, Mr. Beck, as 
if determined to fully air his ignorance and 
his prejudice, inqured: ‘‘Wherein is the 
publisher of a periodical necessarily an au- 
thor?”’ 

He was reinforced by Senator Vance, of 
North Carolina, who went so far as to offer 
an amendment providing that ‘‘newspapers, 
magazines and periodicals shall not be en- 
titled to copyright as herein provided.’’ 
Newspapers are not asking for copyright, 
and American magazines are not asking for 
copyright in their own behalf. 


We cannot hope to convinee such narrow- | 
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l 
minded and ignorant persons as Senators | 


Beck and Vance, but, for the benefit of 
those who are neithef narrow minded nor 
ignorant, let us take the case of The Cen- 
tury, Scribner’s or Harper’s. These mag- 
azines are issued simultaneously. in this 
eountry and in England. By this ‘means, 
the articles they print from American au- 
thors are also technically entitled to Eng- 
lish copyright. To deprive the magazines 
of copyright would therefore deprive Amer- 
ican authors of their rights, for every Amer- 
ican author who has any market for his 
writings finds his first and best audience in 
the magazines. 

Senator Vance further airs his ignorance 
by saying: ‘The publisher or owner of the 
publication employs writers to write articles 
for his magazine, and pays them therefor, 
so that so far as the authorship of these 
magazine articles is concerned there is the 
end of the matter.’”? Nothing could be 
more untrue than this and it is untrue solely 
because Mr. Vance is ignorant. An author 
who sells an articles to an’ American maga 
zine does not part with the copyright. He 
reserves the right to reproduce the article in 
book form, and this reservation is so well 
understood that no stipulation is necessary, 

We repeat that itis a pity and a shame 
that men pretending to represent southern 
sentiment should try to stand in the way of 
a measure that is intended to give American 
authors a fair showing, not only at home, 
but in the literary markets of the world. 


COLONEL THOMAS HARDEMAN, of Ma- 
con, although he is denounced by the weak- 
eyed persons who edit the New York Even- 
ing Post, is not endangering civil service 
reform.

1001, the rest of the Christians will be taken 
up, and on April 11th of the same year Christ 
will descend to the battle of Armageddon and 
the millenium will begin. All this Editor 
Baxter firmly believes, and it must make 
Boulanger feel very bad. 

WHEN THE SENATE assembled a few days- 
ago, the few senators who were present were. 
surprised to see that the clergyman who open- 
ed the proceedings with prayer wore a tall silk 
hat, which he removed from his head only 
after he concluded his prayer; but it was un- 
derstood when it became known that the cler- 
gyman was the Rey.

Letter From Hon. Henry R. Harris. 

WasnHinaton, D. C,, April 25, 1888.—Edit- 
ors Constitution: My attention has just been called 
toan article which, I am informed, has recently 
beeh published in several newspapers in the state 
of Georgia, criticizing rather severelytwo of my 
official acts as third assistant postmaster-general, 
and commenting, in very Unjust and unfricnily 
terms upon my general administration as such 
officer. r 

Under ordinary circumstances, I should hardly 
feel disposed to notice attacks made upon meas a 
government official—not because I am indifferent 
to public opinion; not because I do not realize the 
pleasure and the value of standing well before my 
fellow-men—but because I know,from my own expe- 
rience in the past,and from the experience of others 
that no one who occupies a position of any promi- 
nence can expect, though he be “pure as snow,”’ to 
escape calumny. Thearticlein question is, how- 
ever, so charged with misrepresentation and error, 
and is so well calculated to injure my reputation, 
both as man and officer, that I feel 
compelled to vindicate myself by a special reply, 
and to give this reply, if you will kindly allow it to 
appear inthe columns of THE CONSTITUTION, the 
greatest possible publicity. 

The two particular acts which the article con- 
demns are the alleged exclusion of two magazines— 
the New York Gazette, published by Bill Arp’s Sons, 
and “Literature,’’ published by John B. Alden, the 
New York book publisher—from the privileges of 
what is technically designated second-class mail 
matter, or, aS more commonly known, newspapers 
and periodicals mailed by publishers and news 

ents. Novw,in fact, neither of these magazines is 
excluded from the privileges which the law gives to 
all bona fide periodicals; they have both’ been 
regularly entered at the New York postoffice as 
second-class mail. matter; they stand upon the re- 
cords of the department as legitimate periodicals, 
and they are today going. through the mails just 
as are “Harper's,” ‘‘Scribner’s,” “Tue Constirv- 
Tron,” and all other genuine magazines and rews- 
papers. That they were subjected to examination, 
and it may be some temporary inconvenience, upon 
their application for.entry, is true; but, under the 
law of congress with rezard to second-class mail 
matter, examination must be made in every case 
where a new periodical applies for entry, and in 
many cases some inconvenience to the publishers 
of the periodical!sis inevitable. That these facts 
may be plainly shown, the following provisions of 
the law and regulations are quoted: 

Sec. 327. Mailable matter of the second class 
shall embrace all newspapers and other periodical 
publications which are issued at stated intervals, 
and as frequently as four times a year, andare with- 
in the conditions named in sections twelve and 
fourteen. (Act of March 3, 1879, 10, 20 Stats., 359.) 

Sec. 328. That the conditions uyon which a pub- 
lication shall be admitted to the second class are as 
follows; 

1. It must regularly be issued at stated intervals, 
as frequentiy as four times a year, and bear a date 
of issue, and be bumbered consecutively. 

2. 1t must be issued from a known otfice of publi- 
cation. 

8. It must be formed of printed paper sheets, with- 
out board, cloth, leather, or other substantial bind- 
ing, such as distinguished printed books for preser- 
vation from a publications. 

4. It must be originated and published for the dis- 
semination of information of a public character, or 
devoted to literature, the sciences, arts, or some 
special industry, and having a legitimate list of sub- 
scribers; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall be so construed as to admit to the 
second class rate regular publications designed pri- 
marily for advertising purposes, or for free circula- 
tion, or for circulation at nominal rates. (Act of 
March 3,{1879, 14, 20 Stats., 359.) 

Under these requirements of law, the following 
regulations are in force—not made, be it understood 
by the third assistant postmaster general, but by su- 
perior authority, which he is bound, under his oath 
ot offce, to obey: 

Section 333. When a new publication is offered 
for mailing at pound rates at any postoflice, the 
postmaster will proceed as follows: 

1. Require the publisher, or one of the publish- 
ers, to make and present to him, with two copies of 
the publication, sworn answers in writing to the fol- 
lovfig interrogatories:”’ 

a is unnecessary to recapitulate these interroga- 
es. 

2, Ifsatisfied by the affidavit, the publication 1t- 
self, aud further proofs offered, that the publication 
is admissable, he will {ssue a temporary permit, ona 
form to be furnished by the department, admitting 
the publication at the pound raies pending the de- 
—- ofthe depattment as to its admiss- 

ility. 

3. If upon such evidence the admissibility ap- 
pear tobe doubtful, he shall require a deposit at 
third-class rates on the issue offered for mailing.and 
issue a permit admitting the publication condition- 
ally, pending determination, the excess of the de- 
posit over the pound rate to be refunded if the de- 
partment shall decide that the publisher is en- 
titled to the pound rates, 

4, If satisfied ot non-admissibility, he will refuse 
toadmit except at third-class rates, advising the 
publisher to appeal to the department. 

5. In all cases he will forward to the third assis- 
tant postmaster genera’ in the same envelope, the 

vit, aud other proofs presented by 
the publisher with a copy ofthe publication, ana a 
statement of sny facts or reasons known to him for 
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or against the admission sought, retaining one cop 
of the publication to be kept in his office for such 
comparison with future issues as may be necessary. 

Sec. 334. The third assistant postmaster-general 
finally decides upon the admissibility of publica- 
tions te the pound rate in allecases, He will, with- 
ont delay.examine all applications, and upon being 
satisfied that a publication is entitled to admission 
at such rate, will authorize the postmaster at the 

a office toissue a certificate of entry there- 

When the New York Gazette was offered for entry 
under the above statute and regulations, it was 
fonnd to have no subscription list,as the law re- 
quires, and this the publishers admitted; it was 
found, moreover, that the publishers proposed to 
give to every person whoshould subscribe, a large 
building jot in the state of Florida—a fact which 
gave rise to the suspicion that the publication was 
designed primarily: to sell Florida land, and 
not ‘for the dissemination of in for- 
mation of a public character,’’ cte, 
But when, in a week or two, the publishers 
submitted facts to show that they had obtained 
a list of subscribers, and that the offer of the build- 
ing lot in Florida was nothing more than a legiti- 
mate premium which every newspaper has the 
right to make, the magazine was promptly admit- 
ted—an act which gave mé, both personally and 
officially, a great deal of pleasure. 

£o when Mr. Alden’s magazine was presented for 
eutry, itwas found to consist almost entirely of 
putls or descriptions of books which he was either 
sclling or publishing—which gaveit the appear- 
ance of a publication for mere advertising purposes 
—that is to say, for thé advertising of his own busi- 
ness and no other. The magazine was not. however, 
excluded ; the department merely suspended its ac- 
tion, in order to give Mr. Alden the opportunity to 
show that the publication was legitimate; and 
when this was shown—although the character of 
the magazine is still somewhat questionable—it was 
at once admitted. 

In the article to which I am replying, the question 
is rather indignantly asked, ‘what has Mr. Harris 
or the postoffice departmeni to do with the number 
of subscribers that a new publication has?’ This is 
answered by one of the above quoted provisions of 
the law, which requires a bona fide list of subscri- 
bers in every case where a publication is offered for 
entry as second-class matter, The number of sub- 
scribers, it is true, is not specified in the act, except 
what may be comprehended in the requirement as 
to a list; but thisindefiniteness has never been taken 
advantage of by me tointerfere with any new en- 
terprise in journalism, onthe coutrary, there has 
always been a disposition to give every publication, 
however humble its beginning, the benefit of a lib- 
eral interpretation of the law. To show this, it is 
only necessary to refer to the fact that the New York 
Gazette—one of the two magazines above mentioned 
—was admitted with a list of only seven subscribers, 

The article further reters to me as a “censor of 
the press;’”’ but this is an ungenerous criticism. It 
is not my Dusiness—it is certainly not my inclina- 
tion, even if I had the authority—to interfere with 
the rights or privileges of newspaper or magazine 
publishers; and what is more, I have never done so. 
Ifa new publication be presented to me for entry 
AS second-class matter, I must, as I am required by 

w to do, See that it is issued at least four times a 


“year; that it bears a date of issue; that it is number- 


ed consecutively; that it is issued from a known 
office of publication; that itis a periodical and not 
& book in disguise; that itis issued for the dissemi- 
nation of information of a pupliec character, or is 
devoted to literature, the sciences, arts, or some 
special industry; that it has a legitimate list 
of subscribers; and that it is not de- 
signed primarily for advertising purposes, or 
for free circulation, or for ciiculation at nominal 
rates, It the performance of these duties be regard- 
ed as a censorship of the press, it is the law making 
power of the government that isto blame, and not 
the third assistant postmaster general. A little re- 
flection, however, will, Ithink, bring almost any 
reasonable man to the conclusion that none ofthese 
conditions are oppressive to publishers of genuine 
newspapers and periodicals, but that they are bene- 
iicial; for every legitimate newspaper or magazine 

ublisher can readily compiy with them, while 

ogus publishers—those who publish in the guise of 
periodicais mere advertising circulars of their own 
business—may have considerable difticulty in show- 
ing these undoubted proofs of the genuineness of 
their issues. The proprietors of quack medicines, 
the matrimonial brokers, and others ofa like char- 
acter, who have resorted totrickery to have their 
advertising circulars go through the mails atthe 
low rate of postage prescribed by law for newspa- 
pers, may be obstructed in their enterprises by these 
just requirements of law; but Lhave never known 
an honest newspaper to be put to scrious trouble 
thereby. 

There is one statement in the article I am writing 
about which is a gross misrepresentation—the state- 
ment which makes me say, ‘There's too much 
printed matter, too many magazines already.’’ To 
these who know me, it is only necessary to say that 
I have never ured such i Ianguage, or 
any other that could be tortured into 
ameaning. Butas there will re many persons who 
do not Know me by whom this letter wifi be read, I 
think it proper to say that l amin favor of the ut- 
most possidle circulation of newspaper and periodi- 
cal literature. I should be glad to see a newspaper 
issued from every village in the land capable otf giv- 
ing it decent support. I would not hamper them in 
their efforts to succeed, but would give them every 
poe encouragement and assistance; forl truly 

lieve that in nire‘y-nine cases out of every hun- 

dred they aim to educate their readers. to foster 

public and private enterprise, to keep alive the 

spirit of patriotism, and toactas the defenders of 
ublic liberty azaiust every encroachment of power, 
n whatever form it may appear.

Another day of beautiful racing! 

The spring races have been remarkable in 
several respects.

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SUICIDED. 


William Alexander Throws Hime 
self in Front of a Train.

The Head Almost Severed From the Body— | 


Whisky Supposed to be the Cause-- 
The Body Carried Home.

Yesterday morning, about eleven o’clock, 
Mr. William Alexander committed suicide 
about eight miles from Atlantaon the Western 
and Atlantic road. 

The Rome express, which arrives in Atlanta 
a few minutes after eleyen o'clock, had just 
passed the eight mile post and was nearing the 
Collins crossing. There isa rather sharp curve 
at this point, and-as the train was passing this, 
the engineer, Mr. J. J. Pennington, was sur- 
prised to see @ man on the track about a hun- 
dred yards ahead. The man was excitedly 
waving a white handkerchief, apparently en- 
deavoring to stop the train. The engineer 
paid no attention to the man’s movements, as 
the train does not stop here and there seemed 
to be nothing unusnalfahead, and the engineer 
rolled on. 

The man then quietly dropped his handker- 
chief and laid down, with his body to one side 
of the track, his neck resting on the rail, and 
his face turned toward the coming train. 

Tosteady himself, he firmly grasped two 
crossties. The train was within afew yards of 
him, but instinctively the engineer threw back 
his lever and put on his brakes, Then he turn- 
ed his face away. 

As the engine, the E. G. Cabaniss, struck 
the prostrate body, the shock was distinctly 
felt in the engine, and the wounded man’s 
scream of agony was heard loud and clear. As 
_—T as possible the train stopped and 
backed. The news was quickly spread among 
the passengers and as the train stopped a 
number ofjthem got off. 

The man was dead. 

It was learned subsequently that he was a 
farmer living near there. He had been drink- 
ing for some time past, and it is supposed that 
he was under the influence of liquor at the 
time he was killed. 

The express came on to Atlanta, and the 
body was carried to Mr. Alexander’s late home 
by the track hands. The head had been 
almost severed from the body, and was terri- 
a crushed and cut. 

t is said by the track hands that just after 
breakfast a similar attempt had been made by 
Alexander, but the track hands interfered and 
.e life was saved, only to be lost a few hours 
ater.

Stocks as Reported at the New York Stock

NEW YORK, April 27.—The stock market was 
more active than on any day since the present ad- 
vance began and while marked advances were es- 
tablished in few stocks, among which New England 
and Gould stocks were most prominent, the list was 
sold down in the afternoon and the long expected 
reaction is believed to have arrived. The generat 
sentiment on the street was in favor of the reaction 
this morning both bulls and bears being of the rame 
mind on this point, and heavy selling at the epen- 
ing marked prices down fractionally; but renewed 
buying for outsiders soon set them going in upward 
directions again with New England leading the ad- 
vance. Many stories were circulated coming from 
Boston in explanation ofthe sudden and’ sharp 
movement in this stock, but all of them lack confir- 
mation. Gould stocks afterward. assumed the lead 
and Manhattan made one of its rapid strides, shoot- 
ing up nearly 5 per cent and was followed closely 
by Missouri Pacific, The other stocks were strong 
but the interest centered almost entirely in stocks 
mentioned. Buying slacked off late in the day. The 
professionals seized the opporiunity to bring about 
the much desired reaction. London was seller to a 
moderate extent, which encouraged the operators 
for a decline, and mostof the early gains were wiped 
ont except for the strongest stocksof the forenoon.

A Remarkable Duel. 
From the Milledceville, Ga., Union, 

On the 12th day of June, 1863, I witnessed a 
duel befveen Captain Jones, commanding a 
federal scout, and Captain Fry, commanding a 
rebel scout, in Green county, East Tennessee. 
These two men liad been fighting each other 
for six monihs, with the fortunes of battle in 
favor of one and then the other. Their com- 
mands were camped on either side of Lick 


| creek, a large and sluggish stream, too deep to 


ford and too shallow for a ferry boat; but there 


| abridge spanned the stream for the conve- 
' nience of the traveling public. 


Each of them 
guarded this bricge that communication 
should go neither north nor south, as the rail- 
road track had been broken up months before. 
After fighting each other several months and 
contesting the point as to which should hold 
the bridge, they agreed to fight a duel, the 


conquerer to hold the bridge undisputed for | 


the time being. Jones gave the challenge, and 
Fry accepted. The terms were, that they 
should fight with navy pistols at twenty yards 
apart, deliberately walking toward each other, 
and firing until the last chamber of their pistols 
were discharged, wiless one or the other fell 
before all the discharges were made. They 
chose their seconds, and’ agreed upon a rebel 
surgeon (as he was the only one in either com- 
mand) to attend them in case of danger. 

Jones was certainly a fine looking fellow, 
with light: hair and blue eves, five feet ten 
inches in height, looking every inch the mili- 
tary chieftain. He was a man the soldiers 
would admire and ladies regarded with admi- 
ration. Ineversaw a man more cool, deter- 
mined, and heroric under such eirenmstances. 
I have read of the deeds of chivalry and 
knight-errantry in the middle-ages and brave 
men embalmed in medern poesy; but, when I 
saw Jones come to the duelists’ scratch, fight- 
ing, not for real or supposed wrongs to himself, 
but.as he honestly thought, for his country 
and the elory of the flag. I could not help ad- 
miring the man, notwithstanding he fought for 
the freedom of the negro, which I was opposed 
to. 

Fry was aman full six feet high, slender, 
with long, wavy, curling hair, jet black eyes, 
wearing a slouch hat and gray suit, and looked 
rather the demon than the man. 

There was nothing ferocious about him; but 
he had that seif-sufticient nonchalance that 
said, “I wili kill you.’’ Without a doubt, he 
was brave, cool, and. collected, and althongh 
suffering from a terrible flesh wound in bis left 
arm, received a week before, he manifested 
no symptoms of distress, but seemed ready for 
the ight. 

The ground was stepped off by the seconds, 
pistols loaded and exchanged, and the princi- 
pais brought face to face. I nevershall forget 
that meeting. Jones, in his military, boyish 
mood, as they shook hands remarked that— 

A soldier lL raves death for a fanciful wreath 

When in glory's romanpic career. 

Fry caught up the rest of the sentence and 
answered by saying— , 

Yet he bends over the foe when in battle laid low, 

And bathes every wound with a tear. 

They turned around and walked back to the 
point designated, Jones’ second had the word 
‘Fire,’ and as he slowly said, ‘‘One—two— 
three—tire!’’ they simultaneously turned at 
the word “One’’ and instantly fired. Neither 
was hurt. They cocked their pistols, and de- 
liberately walked toward each other firing as 
they went. At the fifth shot, Jones threw up 
his right hand, and firing his pistol in the air, 
sank dewn. Fry was in the act of firing his 
last shot; but, seeing Jones fall, silently low- 
ered his pistol, dropped it on the ground, and 
sprang to Jones’ side, taking his head in his 
Jap as he sat.down, ank asking him if he was 
hurt. 

I discoverd that Jones was shot through the 
revion of the stomach, the bullet glancing 
around the organ, and coming out to the left 
spinal column; besides he had received three 
other frightful flesh wounds in other portions 
of the body. Idressed his wounds, and gave 
him such stimulants as I had. He afterward 
got well. 

Fry received three wounds—one breaking his 
right arm, one in the left, and the other in the 
right side. After months of suffering he got 
well,and fought the war out to the bitter end, 
and today are partners ina wholesale grocery 
business, and verifying the sentiment of By- 
ron, that ‘‘A soldier braves death,’’ etc., etc. 

Trusting that the above truthful narrative 
will be a lesson to some people, north and 
south, that stayed on the outside and yelled, 
‘Seek dog!’’ and are still not satisfied with 
the results of the war, let me subscribe myself 
a reconstructed CONFEDERATE SURGEON.

To root suc- 
cessfully, have a large flower jar, stop up the hole 
in bottom with cork, then fill half full of sand; 
have a rmaller iar, leave the small hove open; set 
in the larger one, then fillin sand around the top 
til) the farge one is full; then set your cuttings all 
around in the sand; keep the top jar full of water; 
set in the sun, keep full of water. I have rooted 
roses or anything I wanted in shorttime. Hope 
these will be useful tosome of the readers of THE 
CONSTITUTION as they have tome. I see in the last 
paper several wanted correspondents togive full 
name, which I do this time. 

Mrs. F. V. Gunn, Bailey, Miss: I will give the 
sisters my experienc? in raising fine chickens, 
which perhaps may be of some benefit to them, 
Early in the season [sent to Atlanta (thinking per- 
haps a southern dealer would be more reliab’e) and 
got the eggs, and when they came they louked so 
nice and yellow I would not have taken a dollar 
apiece forthem. I was very caretul in bandling 
them lest they should not hatch; I set them the day 
I received them. Some of the neighbors called, and 
on being informed that I had sentoffand got eggs, 
spoke for a setting when my hens got large enovgh 
tolay. I looked every few days to see how they 
were cctting along until the day for them to hatch, 
but did not see any sign of chickens until the next 
day, when one hatched. I felta little discouraged, 
but did not say anything, for fear ‘‘the boss’’ would 
say, ‘I told you so.’”’ Acthe end of four more days 
I had three very promising ones, but must admit I 
felt disappointed. I reckon some ofthe sisters will 
say I did not know how to set the eggs. It any one 
knows I wish they would tell me so I could bo bet- 
ter nexttime. I would like to get some tub2 rose 
bulb; would exchange White or blue hyacinths or 
dahlia root for them, or would pay for them if pre- 
ferred. 

Mrs. E. V. Wooten, Blountsville, Ala.: I have re- 
ceived so many requests for seed of the ice melon 
and directions forcultivating and preserving, that 
I send the recipe to you, hoping you will pubfish it 
for the benefit of those wishing it. It is my first at- 
tempt at writing recipes. I would say to those 
wishing seed, that 1 have sent offall I had. I have 
received nearly a hundred letters and still they 
come; although I had a quantity of seed, the supply 
was s00n exhausied. 1 will keep all letters uatil 
summer and send them feed when the new cfop 
comesin. Ifany one did not receive seed they can 
notify me and I wiil save them some in the sum- 
mer. Ishould be glad toreply to each kind letter 
in turn, hut the busy season of gardening is here 
and I have a very sick baby, so I make this expla- 
nation. Ithank them all for the flower seed sent 
and expect to derive much pleasure from 
them. The melon secemsto be very little known. 
Itisa late novelty, I have known it all my hfe, 
thouch ] never saw it except in my father’s garden, 
I never see it advertised in seed catalogues. It isa 
very small melon of the cantaloupe family with 
thin, firm, white Sesh. Itis not used for anything 
but preserving. It is very productive and ripens 
mauy melons atonce. Plant when all danger of 
fiost is over at the same time as planting other 
mel. ns, putting five or six seedina hill, When up 
dust occasionaliy with asbes and s- otto keep free 
from bugs. Thin to three or four plants to the hill; 
cultivate as other melons. Do not plant near other 
melons, squash or pumpkin, asthey will mix. The 
melons shonld be smail not exceeding two incbes 
in length, slizhtiy 1 meerthan aronnd. Pick off al 
abnormaliy large ones to keep the steck pure. 

How to preserve ice me'on: Pick just as the 
meion begins to turn yellow befvre it is tully ripe; 
pare With a thin->bladed kn'fe, take out the seed, 
cutting the melon into any fanciful shapes, baskets, 
little boats, etc., or leave whole and with a hollow 
quill punch holes in the melon, through which the 
seed may be pressed: soak halfa day in mo‘terate 
strong brine; remove froin brine and put in alum 
water half a day; then in clear water for halfa dav. 
Boil the melon until tender; then to every pound of 
the fruit pnt one pound of the best white sucar. 
Make a syrup; clsrify by dropping the white of an 
egy into it when boiling. When the syrup is made 
put inthe frvit, adding ginger, cloves, mace and 
cinnamon to taste. Cook until the syrup looks 
thick enough. When put away the syrup should 
cover the truit; ifnot, make more and pour over. 
To caudy the citron, add more sugar: cook until the 
syrup is thick; take out the fruit and lay ‘on a shal. 
low dishintheair for a day; put back into the 
syrup and boil again; lay out in the airagain and 
repeat until the fruit is crystallized,

First, be sure of your 
subject, think of what you are going to write 
about, and then express it in as clear and con- 
cise a manner.as possible; if you are at a loss 
for a word and you think ofa big word anda 
little one, take the little one every time; most 
young letter-writers think big words and 
flowery language just what they want, but 
this is a great mistake. Simplicity of style is 
much more admired; write as you would con- 
verse, naturally and easy. You will see hoy 
anxious I am to have you improve; already 
you are receiving compliments every day on 
the great improvement in your column, but I 
am not satisfied yet, so urge you to do still 
better and better, until our letters will be the 
best in any newspaper published.

The tea casefwas concluded yesterday, and 
resulted in the bonorable acquittal of the 


defendant. 

The case was called yesterday morning a few 
minutes after eight o'clock, and Mr. Robin- 
gon, the young man who was on the stand 
when the defense closed on Wednesday after- 
noon, was again put on the stand. The ring 
which he had found ina package of tea, was 
identified by him. He stated that he had sold 
the ring for $8.25. Mr. Louis Stephens, of J. 
Pp. Stevens & Co., estimated the retail value of 
thering at seyendollars. The studs found in 


the packages were worthless. 

An expert, Mr. R. H. McDougall, was then 
examined as to the composition and worth of 
the tea and coffee. The coffee, he stated, was 
positively one-third coffee and two-thirds 

round peas, and was worth from 50 to 75 cents 
By retail. The tea was a sort of mixture—hy- 
son and Japan—and worth about %0 cents. 
When askedyaMr. McDougall thought that 
there was chicory in the coifee. This mixture 
4g used extensively in the north, and is being 
introduced in the south. j 

Two more witnesses were examined for. the 

rosecution, and Mr. T. L. Bishop was exam- 
ned first for the-defense. He testified that ho 
had purchased a can, selecting it himself, and 
found in ita diamond ring. Chief Connolly 
testified that he had drawn a diamond ring, 
for which he had since been offered $25. 

“And I would just like to state, your honor, 
that i haven't been fixed,’’ he added. 

Seven or cight witnesses then testified that 
they had drawn packages, in each case making 
the selection themselves, and in some had 
been found diamond rings and silver dollars, 
while in others were worthless articles of jew- 
elry. 

In rebuttal Mr. Stewart put a number of 
witnesses upon the stand, and finally Mr.V. J. 
Klase. 

“What do you expect to prove by Klase?’’ 

“lam goingto prove by him,’’ said Mr. 
Stewart, ‘that many of the names on that list 
are fictitious.” 

“How do you expect to prove it by him?” 

“The Epsteyns told him how it was done.” 

It was objected that this was not in rebuttal. 

“But | know myself that some of the names 
and addresses are fictitious, for I have investi- 

vated, Here are the names of two men in 

homasville—W. S. McRae and E. 8S. Hem- 
mel. In Sunday’s CONSTITUTION it was stated 
in the list printed by the tea company that Mr.

«Now, [ telegraphed tothe mayor of Thomas- 
ville, and he has,answered that there were no 
puch men.’ 

“Possibly so,’ argued Colonel Brandt, ‘but 
the men might have given fictitious names or 
addresses because they didn’t relish the idea 
of having their names printed in that list.” 

Then Mr. KE. A. Epsteyn—the younger of 
the two brothers—made his statement. He 
knew, he stated, that both fictitious names and 
fictitious addresses were often given. He then 
stated briefly how the business was conducted. 
A really valuable prize in one can out of 
thirty. All this was understood before the 
customer bought the cans, and samples of the 
tea and coffee were displayed. ‘They forced 
nobody to buy. 

More than once the witness was interrupted 
by Klease, and the judge finally threatened to 
have Klease fined for contempt of court. 

At two o'clock a recess of two hours was 
taken. 

At four o’clock the arguments began. 

Judge Manning decided that the case of 
cheating and swindling did not hold, and that 
while the business partook of the nature of 
what is known in the code as a gift enterprise, 
he did not think the case as made out would 
warrant his binding them over for even that. 

Colonel Brandt then thanked Judge Man- 
ning—‘‘in the name of this commercial com- 
munity you should be thanked for tle decision. 
The idea is to invite and to welcome all legiti- 
mate enterprises. This business is a fair one— 
a perfectiy fair one. Its managers I have 
found to be gentlemen, and they come to me 
with recommendations from men that would 
never liave recommended them if they had 
been otherthan honest men and gentlemen.”’ 

Aud so theSease ended in the honorable ac- 
qguittal of the tea store men.

THE DEMOCRATIC E€LUBS. EH 
Return of Messrs. Turnbull and Arnold From 
New York, 

Messrs. W. T. Turnbull and Frank Arnold 
returned yesterday from the meeting of the 
national league of democratic clubs held in 
New York city April 21. These gentlemen 
had a most delightfal time. They were most 
agreeably surprised at the make-up of the 
league. There were a number of congressmen 
present, and the temporary chairman was an 
able and prominent lawyer of New York city. 

Much enthusiasm was manifested by the 
members of the conference. Mr. W. T. Turn- 
bull, of the Young Men’s Demn- 
ocratic league off this city, was 
honored with a position on the general 
cominitiee. This committee have issued acall 
inviting all democratic clubs of the United 
States who approve the principles adopted at 
the conference to join the league cad send 
delegates to a convention to be held at Balt'- 
more, Md., on July 4th, 1888. 

The principles of the league are as follows: 

1, That the general government shall not use iis 
powcr of taxation for the benefit of individuals or 
Capliausts, 

2. That we indorse the measures recommended by 
the prcsident of the United States in his incssage to 
Congress at the opening of the present session, and 
that we favor speedy and cff-ctive legislative action 
to carry the same into practical effect. 

3. That the clyil service laws which have been en- 
act¢d sliall be maintained, and the course of the 
democratic administration of President Cleveland 
“ “ iu erpretation and enforcement of thos: laws 
4. That the combination of corporations, through 
trusts or otherwise, tending to destroy comyetition, 
endanver the rights of individuals, and create the 
Monopolies which are chief factors in the corrup- 
tion of our legislative and municipal bodies, should 
be prohibited by stringent laws. 

% That the agricultural public lands shall be pre- 
Berved toactual settlers for settlement under the 
homestead laws, and we recommend a contioua- 
tion of the efforis of the present democratic admin- 
istration to reclaim the lands heretofore granted to 
Corporations, so far as the same can be legally done.

A Meeting Last Night Brimfual of Sparkling 
Points. 


The regular monthly meeting of the board 
of education was held last night in the office 
of Superintendant Slaton, with nearly all the 
— present, President Hemphill in the 
chair. 

The finance committee, through Mr. John 
T. Glenn, submitted the estimates for the com- 
ing year, which footed up $88,000, and the city 
council will, accordingly, be asked for that 
sum.

The fun came in on the election of teachers.

Mr. Bray had the rules suspended in order to 
consider a new rule, which would enforce pro- 
motion according to seniority, and supported 
it with a strong speech. <A sharp debate fol- 
lowed. 

Judge W. R. Hammond and Mr. J. T. Glenn 
spoke strongly against the rule. 

Mr. Moran moved to lay Mr. Bray’s proposed 
rule on the table for one month, as the matter 
was oi too much importance for hasty action, 
which motion was agreed to. 

This brought up the Walker street school 
vacancy with asharpturn. The test vote was 
on the election of Miss Battle to the sixth 
grade. Then the four teachers below were 
promoted in order, and Miss Bagby was elect- 
ed to the vacancy created in the eighth grade. 

Mr. Moran, from the committee on griev- 
ances, held in his hand a bundle of legal-look- 
ing documents. The first case reported on 
was that of Colone! Mark Harding, asking for 
a change of a child to Calhoun street school 
from Ivy. The report restored the pupil to 
her standing in the Ivy street school, deeming 
explanations given to be satisfactory. The 
second case was a charge against Shatto Doug- 
lass, a pupil in Crew street school. Shatto’s 
father withdrew him from school and refused 
to treat with the board. The report asked for 
the expulsion of Shatto, which was agreed to. 

The third case was somewhat bulky. Mrs. 
Atkinson, of 51 Chattahoochee street, preferred 
charges against Miss Mary Johnson, teacher 
fourth grade Marietta’ street school. 
Testimony was taken from all par- 
ties, in school and out, who ad 
any knowledge of the facts. The report sus- 
tained Miss Johnson as having acted within 
the sound discretion vested in a teacher, which 
was unanimously agreed to.

Bull’s Peculiar Defense for Abandoning His 
Chiid. 


The supreme court decided a strange case 
yesterday—that of Bull against the state 

Bull was convicted of deserting his “child. 
His defense was that he left home before the 
child was born. Chief Justice DBieckley’s 
opinion is not only interesting, but may prove 
instructive to moral monsters in general, and 
Bull in particular. Here it is: 

The statute under which Bull was convicted 
reads as follows: 

“If any father shall wilfully and voluntarily 
— his child or children, leaving them in 

dependent and destitute condition, suc h 
father shall be guilty of a misdemeanor,” etc. 
Code, $4975. 

“Coming events cast their shadows before,’’ 
and Bull, seeing that he was soon to have a 


| child born in lawful wedlock, commenced the 


act of abandonment immedi: itely after the cel- 
ebration of his nuptuals. Had he not contin- 
ued the act so as to complete it after the birth 
of the child, he would not have committed any 
offense; but as he did so continue it, and as 
the child was left by him in a dependent and 
destitute condition, acording to the find- 
ing of the jury on his trial in the 
county court, he thought himself with- 
in the purview of the statute above 
quoted. All the ingredients of his offense had 
their rise and progress within the jurisdiction 
of this state, and thus his case is distinguished 
from that of Jemmerson vs. the Stat», decided 
at last term, in which the abandonment took 
place in Alabama and the wife with the des- 
titute c hildren followed the faithless father 
into Georgia. In the present case we have a 
family to deal with, 
and the father cannot beat the law by starting 
in the race of abandonment before instead of 
after the birth of the child, That a father be- 
gins to abendon his child some months before 
it is born will not excuse him for persisting in 
the abandonment and failing to furnish it 
with the necessaries of life. 

Judgment afiirmed.
